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Advisory Action 

Applicant's arguments filed September 28, 2005 have been fully considered but 
are not persuasive. Furthermore, applicant's proposed amendments have not been 
entered because they raise new issues that would require further search and/or 
consideration. Specifically, the pending claims are not limited with regards to which 
side the "outer side" of the composite faced with regards to the sun, which polymeric 
layer contained a UV absorber, or with regard to the use of a "polyurethane-based" 
adhesive. The proposed claims would limit the composite with regard to said features. 
Furthermore, the proposed claims do not place the application in better form for appeal 
by material simplifying and/or reducing the issues of appeal. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an 
excessive number of references, reliance on a large number of references in a rejection 
does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In 
re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

Applicant also argues none of the cited documents or any combination thereof 
disclose a composite containing a UV absorber in a film layer arranged outwardly of the 
FR containing adhesive layer or the fact that the UV material is provided in a specified 
film layer. Said arguments are contingent upon the entry of the after-final amendment. 
Since the amendment has not been entered, the arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant further argues the problem with FR materials into transparent 
composites is not disclosed in any of the cited art. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Pengilly teaches the amount of FR material included in the adhesive should be 
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controlled so as not to diminish the transparency of the adhesive/composite (col 2, lines 
65+). 

Applicant further argues they can demonstrate the following: 

(1 ) the incorporation of FR material into adhesives of the type disclosed in Pengilly 
gives rise to high levels of haze which is unacceptable in transparent composites, and 

(2) the choice of the combination of adhesive/Fr material is important in order to 
maintain the particular optical properties. Said arguments are not persuasive because 
counsel's argument cannot take the place of evidence. Furthermore, neither showing 
would be sufficient to establish unexpected results over the prior art because Pengilly 
teaches the incorporation of excessive amounts of FR material into adhesives gives rise 
to haze and that the combination of the claimed adhesive and FR material results in a 
transparent film. 

With regard to Levchick, Applicant argues said reference does not teach the 
addition of FR material to the adhesive or the problem of haze in the adhesive. In 
response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Pengilly, not 
Levchick, was relied upon for said teachings. 

With regard to Fuchs and Jablonka, Applicant argues the present invention is the 
first disclosure of a sunshade having sound deadening properties. The examiner 
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respectfully disagrees. Fuchs and Jablonka each individually teaches the claimed 
limitations obvious for the purpose of producing a sound-deadening shade.
